Tea Drinking in Holland. 


Bernard H. Becker, io his book ‘‘Hol- 
Haunts by Cliffside and River- 
side,” says, in describing a tea garden 
at Seheveningen, a Dutch pleasure re- 
sort: 

Here we refreshed ourselves with 
mighty glasses of Bairisch and speculated 
on the intense love of tea with which 
Dutch women are possessed. Tea in Hol- 
land. is, like almost everything but 
water, of excellent quality, and is not 
converted into a beverage by the pro- 
tea-gardehs, Everybody 
makes her own tcaat the Hague and 


When Mynheer and his family have 
taken their seats at one of the green 
tables closely packed under the trees 


to make tea in the national machine 
known as ‘‘theestoff.” This is very 
unlike the English urn and tea 
pot, and equally dissimilar from the 
Russian samovar. The ‘careful 
waiter brings first what appears to be an 
iron pail, but is in reality a stove of 
primitive construction, bottomed well 
with charcoal. On this is set the kettle 
of common life, boiling and kept boil 
ing by the charcoal underneath. Tea 
is brought in a caddy together witha 
black earthenware teapot. Madam pro 
ceeds to make tea, first ascertaining that 
the water boils, and when the first round 
is poured out, removes the lid of the 
kettle and puts the little, black teapot in 
its place. There is clearly an under- 
standing between the coppersmith and 


kettle lids, for the fit seems exact, and

A GREAT MAN FALLEN IN 
ISRAEL. 

The faneral uf the Rev.” John 
i. Brooks, pastor of the Ver- 
mout Avenne Baptist Church, 
who died August 29th, took place 
from the above named church on 
Tuesday last at 2 o’clock. It is 
sufe to say that there never has 
been a soul to depart this life in 
this community, more bigbly re- 
spected and loyed by his fellow 
christians than the Rev. John HL. 
Brooks; and in attestation of that 
fact, fully twelve thousand people 
attended the church during the 
day to look upon the remains and 
pay a last tribute of respect to all 
that is mortal of this much be- 
loved pastor, who wielded a relig- 
ious influence greater than any 
other man in this community. 
The undertaker was Mr. H., Jor- 
dan, who managed the solemn de- 
tuils of the occasion in a highly 
Sutisfactory and proper manuer. 
The deceased was laid away ina 
new pattern rosewood casket, 
with Reavy silver trimmings. On 
the plate was inscribed Rev. John 
Hf. Groeks, age 54. was 
dressed in a handsome new black 
cloth suit and had a small white 
flower in his lappel. The body 
had been embalmed and thongh 
not quite so stout as when in 
heatth, the feutures presented a 
quite natural and life-like appear- 
ance with the exception that ‘his 
mustache was a trifle closer than 
he usually wore it. 

The family and other mourners 
who made up the long funeral 
cortege arrived at the church 
promptly at 2 o’clock, headed by 
the Rev. John Gibbons of Ziou 
Baptist church, who preached the 
funeral sermon. 
ers were Revs. Noah Jackson, J. 
R. Holmes, W.. J. Robinson, 
James Robinson, Albert owens, 
Shelton Miller and Deacons Geo. 
Thornton and John Laws. All 
the Buptist :ninisters of Washing. 
ton, Alexandria, and the surround- 
ing country were in attendance 
under the marshalship of Rev. J. 
Walker, who placed them in line 
ov both sides of the aisle through 
which the cortege moved to the 
altar. The remains were placed 
on a catafalque in frout of the 
pulpit and the followers then filed 
into the pews in the center of the 
chureh which was entirely taken 
up by mourners and preachers— 
the sides of the church and gal- 
iery being crowded with members 
of the congregation. The socie- 
ties of which the deceased was a 
member were present, but, at the 
request of the family and those 
who had charge, did not enter the 
church in regaliaas an organiza 
tion, as it would not have allowed 
room for any other people to get 
in. The building was heavily 
draped in mourning while the pul- 
pit and the casket of the deceased 
was literally covered with floral 
tributes of the most beautiful and 
artistic design, among which were 
nuticed a wreath from Agnes 
Scott; a pyramid and a design of 
a book insenbed, “Bible, J. H. B.” 
from Beverly Lodge Sons and 
Daughters of Liberty, No. 1; a 
sheath of wheat topped off with 
flowers from Millie Minor; a pil- 
low by’ M. Braxton; a wreath 
from B. Rich & Son, and numer- 
ous others without cards. As the 
cortege entered the church the 
choir sang in most solemn and 
beautiful sfrains, “Nearer my God 
to Thee,” while all over the house 
could be heard the sad wailing of 
those who loved their pastor and 
could no longer restrain their fee!- 
ings. It was indeed a very touch- 
ing scene, for there wus scarcely 
a dry eye in the house. Rev. 
Gibbons announced the order of 
the ceremonies and called for the 
singing of the 118th hymn, short 
metre,—“Servant of God, Well 
done,” ——-which again cansed cry- 
ing all through the audience.

The burning of 4 circus car nine miles n orth 
of Greeley, Col., was attended with in ies-rib- 
able horrors. The burned car was next to 
the engine, in a train of seventeen 
ears, containing Orton's Anglo-Ameri- 
can circus, which left Fort Collins about 
midnight for Golden over the Greeley, Salt 
Lake and Pacific railroad. The train was 
nearing Windsor,.a small station near 
Greeley, and was running twenty-five miles 
an hour, when Engineer , al er- 
ing the car to be. on fire, at once reversed his

vaive. There were sixty men in the car 
arranged in three tiers of bunks on either 
side.

A Steamer Turned Completely 
Over in the Ohio River. 


Men, Women and 


Ten to Fifteen 
Children Drowned. 


An Evansville (Ind) dispatch says: The 
transfer steamer Belmont was capsized by 
the hurricane this forencon at Stan 
ley’s landing, three miles above Hen 
derson, and from ten to fifteen 
persons were drowned. The vessel was turned 
completely over. She was going to Hender. 
son with a barge on which was a train com 
taining passengers of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad. The boat separated from the 
barge. All onthe latter were saved, and all 
on the boat except four or five were lost. 

Among the lost are Captain John Smith, E- 
C. Roach and son, prominent merchants of 
Evansville; Miss Laura Lyon and sister, Sal- 
lie Bryant, a teacher here, and her mother, 
Mrs. Bryant; the wife, child and niece of J. 
H. Murray, secretary of the Brierfield (Ala.) 
Coal and Iron Mine ‘company, Mra 
Woodtre>, of Henderson. 

Dorsey Pierce, agent of the Adams Express 
company, who was a passenger on the train 
leaving Evansville on the barge at 750 
o'clock this morning. said: ‘‘ The day 
fectly calm, but we had been out onlya 
time when a heavy wind came up. I and my 
daughter remained on the barge A black, 
funnel-shaped cloud came up from the north- 
west. Thestorm wasterrific. It struck the 
side of the steamer, careening it over. 
pilot tried to make for the shore, but the boat 
was unmanageable. The wind again struck the 
boat full on the side, breaking the cables fas- 
tening it to the barge. The boat turned com- 
pletely over and instantiy sank. <A young 
married woman with a child in her arms just 
before the storm struck us, went over to the 
boat from the barwe. She was last seen in 
the cabin. Her valise had the initials J. G. M. 
She was from St. Louis on ber way to Nash- 
ville. Two drummers and three of the 
boats’ crew to the upper side of the 
steamner, got on its bottom and were res- 
cued by a skiff. Our 
was blown to the Kentucky shore, three miles 
north of Henderson, and was there made fast 
to the shore. Conductor Charles Wood did 
all in his power to save the pasaengers. Wood 
went ashore and walked to Henderson through 
the storm in order to get relief. Matt Brad- 
ley, chief train dispatcher on the Louisville 
road, was on the steamer when it was struck 


by the cyclone. The Belmont was towing the 


barge, which carried two passenger coaches 
and three freightcars. When t 
commenced rocking and straining the pilots 
tried to keep her in the channel. Panic seized 
the passengers, but she stood the gale for half 
an hour. ji went on the barge, when sud- 
denly there was a jerk, the hawser broke and 
the smoke stack of the Belmont came rattling 
down. The steamer gave a convulsive shake 
and keeled over. A drummer, just before the 
upset jumped into the river amd swam ashore. 
The passengers on the cars in the barge took the 
matter coolly, but -on board the steamer the 
scene was most beartrending! The five woman 
were shricking and appealing for some one to 
save them. Excited men iged Captain 
Smith begging him to do this and that. He 
remained cool, however, counseled all to re- 
main calm, and, although he lost his own life, 
saveil many of the pass rs. The storm 
lasted only forty minutes. Tain poured in 
torrents and the wind was_the strongest ever 
felt here.” 

At 9 o'clock th’s morning the most destruc- 
tive hurricane ever known here broke over 
Evansville, doing damage of not less than 
$250,000 in the city and vicinity. Houses 
were blown down, roofs carried away, three 
or four steamboats badty injured, thousands 
of shade trees torn up by the roots, and other 
injury done. Probably the heaviest indivi- 
dual loser is John H. Roeiken, whe~ new 
foundry was almost wholly demolishec. The 
steamers Josh V. Thorp and Silver Thoin 
were badly dameged, the former being almost 
wrecked. Several churches and a new school 
house were also badiv damaged.

THE HOME DOCTOR. 
Catsip.—This is an herb too common 
and too well known to need any descrip- 
tion. It is a native of Europe. 
ers from June to December, and it has 
become naturalized in this country. It 
takes its name from the fact that cats 
like to eat it. Catnip promotes perspira- 
tion. a tonic when taken cold. A 
warm tea of catnip and saffron is excel- 
lent in small-pox, measles, and scarlet 
fever, and may be used with advantage 
in all cases of colds. It is also good for 
poultices which are applied to painful 
swellings. 

Castor O1L.—This is an oi! made from 
the seeds or beans of a large rank herb, 
kuown most commonly as the castor- 
bean. In this country it grows from five 
to eight feet high, while in some . coun- 
tries it is said to attain to thirty fect 
high. It is a native of India, but is ex- 
tensively cultivated in this country. It 
is found in oil form at all the drug 
stores. It is asimple, mild, but certain 
cathartic, and may ve given to persons 
of all ages. Dose: For an adult, two or 
three tab‘espoons; for an infant, from 
yne to two teaspoons, 

TREATMENT FOR Crovrp.—Croup is in- 
windpipe, which 
causes it to be contracted, making breath- 
ing difficult, atid sometimes impossible. 
Croup is the result of cold, though there 


4s generally an hereditary disposition to 


it. It comes on with an increased fre- 
quency in breathing in the evening; the 
next morning the child is better, and at 
night worse again, and on the third or 
fourth night, or soover, it is regular 
croup. The child is restless, breathes 
hard, wheezes, and has a dry cough. If 
proper remedies. are applied the first or 
even the second night, but few chi'dren 
will die of croup. Give two teaspoonfuls 
of epsom salts and put the child to bed; 
then apply mustard draughts, or ‘‘mus. 
tard leaves’ to its feet. Wring outa 
flannel clothin hot water, and wrap it 
around the neck as warm asit can be 
borne, protecting the bed with dry cloths. 
If the breathing is not easier, and the 
skin not getting moist in three or four 
hours, mix half a teaspoonful each of 
powdered alum and ipecac in half a 
giass of tepid water and give it. If it 
does not vomit in ten minutes repeat 
the dose with a teacup of warm water 
every five minutes until there is free 
vomiting. If the bowels are constipated 
use a teaspoonful of cascara cordial every 
six hours, until there isa free passage. 
Recapitulation: When a child under 
seven years of age presents symptoms of 
croup, give two teaspoonsfuls of epsom 


salts, put it to bed and apply mustard | 


draughts and cloths wrung out in hot 
water around the neck. If no decided 
improvement in three or four hours, give 
an emetic of half a teaspoonful each of 
alum and ipecac in half a glass of tepid 
water, repeating every ten minutes if 
necessary, until free vomiting is pro: 
duced. Every mother should keep on 
hand for such an emergency a bottle of 
syrup of ipecac, and give two teaspoon- 
fuls every ten minutes till free vomiting 
isinduced, This treatment, with good 
nursing, at the commencement of an at- 
tack of croup, will generally be sufficient 
to effect a cure. During convalescence 
the little patient should have good nour- 
ishment.—Health and Home. 


Exhilarating Effect of Music. 


Burton, in his *‘Anatomy of Melan-. 
choly,” enumerating the virtues of music, 
tells us that, ‘*beside the excellent power 
it hath to expel many other diseases, it is 
a sovereign remedy against despair and 
melancholy, and will drive away the 
devil himself.” Shakespeare, too, it may 
be remembered, mentions music as a rem- 


edy for insanity in ‘‘Richard II.” (Act: 


v., Scene 5), where the king says: 


Th® music mads me, let it sound no more, 
For though it hath help mad man to their 
wits, 
In me it seems it will make wise men mad. 
In the Philosophical Magazine for May, 
1806, we find the following statement: 


+ ‘Several of the medical literati on the con- 


tinent are at present engaged in making 
inquiries and experiments upon the influ- 
ence of music in the cure of diseases,” 
and M. Burette was of opinion that 
music has the power of affecting the 
whole nervous system so as ‘‘to give a 
temporary relief in eertain diseases, and 
even a radical cure.” In modern times, 
among the well-known instances of -the 
medical powers of music may be men- 
tioned the remarkable effect produced by 
Farinelli on Philip of Spain. When this 
monarch was suffering from the deepest 
me'ancholy, the queen determined to try 
the effects of music, and arranged for 
Farinelli to sing in a room adjoining the 
king's chamber. Before many days had 

ssed, the voice of Farinelli accom- 
lished what no medicine had succeedea 
in doing—the restoration of the king’s 
health. Mr. Timbs relates the case of a 
deaf lady who could only hear while a 
drum was beating, and so a drummer 
was kept in the house for the purpose of 
enibling her to converse. We are also 
told how a manin Yorkshire, having 
lost his senses through some misfortune, 
was placed in a lunatic asylum, where in 
a short time the notes of the violin gradu- 
ally regained him his intellect. Illustra- 
tions of this kind have been of frequent 
occurrence, and form a frequent as well 
as interesting chapter in the history of 
medicine. When we, too, reflect how 
much depends, in the case of certain dis- 
eases, upon the spirits of the patient, it is 
not surprising that music should often- 
times have been found to exertan ex- 
hilarating effect by cheering the mind— 
and so been resorted to as a last resource 
when everything else had failed.— Lor 
don Standard.

Types of Health. 

At the age of twenty-five aman should 
have acquired his maximum height, vary- 
ing from five feet six inches to six feet. 
His weight should slowly increase 
throughout the adult period, being at 
thirty a little less than the maximum, 
which should be reached at forty. The 
weight is very variable between normal 
limits; but the average among men of 
medium height twenty-five years old may 
be placed at about one hundred and forty 

unds, The power of endurance should 
between twenty and thirty; 
that is, aman should be better able to 
endure hardships between twentyand thir- 
ty than at any other time of life. The 
system may. perhaps, bear the burden of 
more protracted but less vigorous exer- 
tion during the period of maturity, but 
intense heat or cold of short duration, 
and such work as lifting- heavy weights, 
taking short but rapid runs and indeed 
every exercise which taxes severely but 
briefly the muscular and nervous systems, 
are best borne at the adult age. During 
this time of life appetite should be less 
than at earlier and more than at later 
periods. It is evident that to supply 
growth more nourishment is needed than 
to simply support life, and to maintain 
the vigor of adult age more js needed 
than to feed the slower and less intense 
processes of maturity. With sleep how- 
ever, the contrary holds true, because of 
the greater power ofendurance. But one 
internal process need be mentioned 
among the standards—namely the pulse. 
This is a convenient indicator of the cir- 
culation. In rapidity the pulse decreases 
in a constantly diminishing ratio from 
infancy to old age, so that during adult 
life it beats normally from seventy-five to 
eighty times in a minute. 


A Journey to the Sun, 


As to the distance of ninety-three mil- 
lion miles, a cannon ball would travel it 
in about firteen years. It may help us to 
remember that at the speed attained by 
the Limited Express on our railroads a 
train which had left the sun for the earth 
when the Mayflower sailed from Delf- 
haven with the Pilgrim Fathers, and 
which ran at that rate day and night, 
would in 1884 still be a journey of some 
years away from its terrestrial station. 
The fare at the customary rates, it may 
be remarked, would be rather over two 
million five hundred thousand dollars, so 
that it is clear that we should need both 
money and leisure for the journey. 

Perhaps the most striking illustration 
of the stm’s distance is given by express- 
ing it in terms of what the physiologjsts 
would cajl velocity of nerve transmission.
